venture fmu the start to Hall in her— 
the Monitor left New York at midday 
March 0. llor commander. Lieutenant 
John L. Wordcn of the navy, was told 
to proceed to Fortress Monroe for the 
protection of the Chesapeake bay and 
the I'otoumc river from the raids of 
the drended Ironelad ram Merrlmac. 


After the Monitor had left New York 


n dispatch reached there from Wash- 
ington ordering Wordi'ti to sail up the 
Potomac to Washington, not touching 
at Fortress Monroe. A tug pave chase 
to deliver the message, but failed to 
overtake tin* Monitor, and she passed 
the. mouth of tin* Potomac, bringing up 
at Fortress Monroe the evening of 
March 8, the hist few miles of tho xujl 
enlivened by the sound of the guns In 
the light between the Merrlmac and 
the wooden lleot near Newport News. 


Meanwhile 
tho 
undelivered New 


•York dispatch had been forwarded to 
the naval commandant off Fortress 
Monroe. 
With that dispatch before. 


him. he also beard reports from tho 
front, where the sunken sloop Cumber- 
land lay. swaying In the tide, thu 
flames of the burning Congress lit thu 
sky for miles, and the Itonnoku, Minne- 
sota and St. Lawrence were patching 
the rents made In their wooden hulls 
by the shells of the Merrlmac, which 
wns only waiting for daylight to sally 
forth from her mooring and lUilsh thu 
fleet tit one blow. 


The orders were Imperative to send 


the Monitor to Washington to defend 
the capital, and from the way thu 
Mcrrlninc had smashed things on her 
llrst attempt it looked like a hopeless 
case for tho little- black thing which 
resembled lu comparison with the ^ar- 
shlps of the day a "tin can on a board" 
to go out against the monster rain. In 
the trip down from New York the Mon- 
itor people had discovered the weak 
points of their novel craft Tho waves 
had Hooded her hold, deluged her fur- 
nace room and coal bunkers, checking 
the IIres and almost suffocating her 
crew with gus. Shu carried but two 
guns. Her ports could only bo closed 
by cessation .of tiring. One shell In the 
gun chamber, the turret, would dlsablu 
her lighting power, and her shots must 
be delivered ut random or "on thu Uy" 
whcti the revolving turret brought tho 
enemy opposite the gun port for an In- 
stant. 
Besides, tho cannon were a 


new Invention, and tho powder charge 
was limited to llftocn pounds for a one 
hundred and eighty pound shot On 
the other hand, thu Murrlmac had 
made a record and proved Invulnera- 
ble. 


But In spite of all tho naval chief, 


.who held thu deciding card,* concluded 
to cut red tape and send thu Hunting 
experiment to tho relief of thu wooden 
ships down thu channel. Already tho 
Merrlmac was closing In upon thu Min- 
nesota, which was helplessly aground. 
Tho pilot of thu ram had promised to 
lay her within half a mllu of thu Min- 
nesota, and thu commander nud crew 
•were discounting their victory, which 
scorned n foregone result, when thu 
little newcomer from thu workshops 
of the Iludsou bobbed Into the arena 
nnd began pegging shots at thu giant 
from u six hundred yard range. 


Thu Koads was tilled with specta- 


tors, for out of thu thousands of sol- 


tilers and sailors marshaled there un- 
der tliu stars and stripes only the little 
handful In thu turret of the Monitor 
could mix In the strange tight.

Confederate sailors looked for nu easy 
victory over what seemed to be n new 
kind of tug with a gun or two aboard. 
Hut their heavy shots rattled off the 
solid plati' of Urlcsson's wonder with- 
out leaving n dent. 
Then, too, that 


revolving turret, which belched forth 
smolco and Iron, bullied the gunners In 
gray who attempted to make port shots 
at thu range of a .ship's length. And 
tho, little- ship was us nimble as n tug 
in dodging the Murrlmac'H guns. She 
could go anywhure mid get back again 
whllu thu Merrimae was training n 
gun on her. Even with her ridiculous- 
ly weak charges thu Monitor's shots 
started tin- bolts on the rum. and If 
she had used double charges the Mcr- 
rlinac would linvu met the fntc she had 
vlMlted so savagely upon thu Cumber- 
land and Congress the day before. 


During thu llrst light, which lasted 


about throe hours. Captain Wordcn 
uml thu pilot stayed lu thu pilothouse, 
a little structure of Iron logs at'otic 
end of tliu low deck. Owing to n break 
of thu speaking tubes communication 
between Warden and tho men In tho 
tiring turret was cut early In the nc- 


1 tlon. and messages were passed on the 


i lips of seamen stationed at Intervals.

log of thu pilothouse, where Worden 
was looking out. and blinded him with 
powder. Supposing that thu pilothouse 
was destroyed and thu steering gear 
along with It. Worden ordered his sub- 
ordinate. Lieutenant Greene, who wns 
In thu turret, to "sheer off" nnd look 
to thu duinaged works. Greene decided 
to go on with thu light alone, for Wor* 
dun was stunned by thu concussion of 
thu shock ns well as blinded. But the 
Merrlmac had sailed away without 
waiting to finish her enemies. Even 
the Minnesota was saved by putting 
out thu llres. So the net result of the 
second foray of thu ram vyns that she 
went back to her moorings with n few 
extra wounded men In her cruxv nnd 
thu reputation of running from the 
smallest lighting ship ndout 


During tlie light both the Mcrrlmne 


nnd thu Monitor tried ramming. The 
Monitor lightly dodgod her antagonist 
nnd In turn Just missed striking tho 
Morrlmat' with her sharp end by a 
hair. Ollicers and men of both ships 
declared that the contest- was not 
fought out. 
Those aboard the ram 


sal'd that when tin* Monitor backed off, 
which was to replenish her ammuni- 
tion mid chance commanders, they be- 
lieved her out of tin- light. Why they 
didn't go ahead and smash thu rurauln- 
Ing l'rl;::itf« dose at.hand, as they had 
done the I'ntiiiierlniiil and Congress tho 
day In-fore, they never rlcarly t-xplaltl- 
o.l.
